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Natchitoches  Folk  Festival  Planned 
For  July  19-21  in  Prather  CoUseum 


The  traditional  and  contemporary 
country-western  music  of  the  famous 
Louisiana  Hayride  and  the  fantastic 
Cajun  fiddling  of  Hadley  Castille  will 
be  the  musical  highlights  of  the  sixth 
annual  Natchitoches  Folk  Festival  July 
19-21  in  Prather  Coliseum  at  Nor- 
thwestern State  University. 

The  road  show  of  the  Louisiana 
Hayride— known  nationally  as  the 
"Cradle  of  the  Stars"  for  beginning 
the  careers  of  such  singers  as  Hank 
Williams,  Farron  Young.  Claude  King, 
Johnny  Horton.  Johnny  Cash  and 
Elvis  Presley— will  lake  over  the 
Festival's  Friday  Night  Music  Show  on 
July  I9at8p.m. 

Castille,  the  Opelousas  businessman 
and  musician  whose  Cajun  'Grass 
Band  is  greatly  appreciated  in  the 
United  States  and  throughout  Canada, 
will  add  a  touch  of  swing  reminiscent 
of  Bob  Wills  when  he  is  featured  July 
20  on  the  8  p.m.  Saturday  Night  Music 
Show,  a  program  that  also  includes  the 
Iraditional  Louisiana  bluegrass  music 
of  Southland  Bluegrass.  and  the  Cajun 
swing  music  of  the  Hackberry  Ram- 
blers. 

The  pure  country  music  that  has 
been  coming  out  of  the  Louisiana 
Hayride  since  it  began  rivaling  the 
hallowed  Grand  Ole  Opry  in  1948  and 
the  western  swing  influence  on  Cajun 
music  are  appropriate  sounds  for  this 
summer's  Festival. 

That's  because  the  theme  of  this 
multi-cultural  Festival  in  1985  is  the 
heritage  of  Louisiana's  working 
cowboy  and  the  slate's  cattle  industry. 
Regardless  of  the  region  in  which 
cowboys  worked  the  many  different 
breeds  of  cattle,  whether  on  the  flat 
lands  of  North  Louisiana  or  in  the 
swamps  of  South  Louisiana, 
traditional  country  and  Cajun  swing 
were  the  musicaJ  sounds  often  heard. 

Selected  as  one  of  the  top  20  events 
for  July  by  the  Southeast  Tourism 
Society,  the  Natchitoches  Folk  Festival 
is  being  produced  and  sponsored  by  the 
Louisiana  Folklife  Center  at  Nor- 
thwestern State. 

In  addition  to  presenting  the  best 
representatives  of  Louisiana's  music, 
foods,  crafts,  dances,  stories  and  daily 
life  of  the  common  people  of  our  state, 
the  Festival  will  be  mounting  a 
colorful,  entertaining  and  informative 
exhibit  on  the  heritage  of  Louisiana's 
working  cowboy  and  the  state's  cattle 
industry. 

Festival  director  Dr.  Donald  W. 
Hatley,  who  also  serves  as  director  of 
the  Louisiana  Folklife  Center,  said  the 
exhibit  will  include  a  live  sampling  of 
the  different  breeds  of  cattle  raised  and 
marketed  in  Louisiana. 

Other  components  are  displays  of 
meats,  dairy  products,  veterinary 
products  and  remedies,  hays  and 
grasses,  clothing,  boots  and  hats. 
Spanish-French  culture,  barbed  wire, 
the  development  of  the  western  saddle, 
cowdogs,  equipment,  brands,  hide 
tanning,  ropemaking  and  bootmaking. 

Jackpot  and  exhibition  rodeos  and  a 
trail  ride  coordinated  by  the  Los  Adaes 
Foundation  are  other  highlights  of  the 
Festival's  focus  on  Louisiana's 
working  cowboy  and  the  state's  cattle 
industry. 

In  addition  to  the  Friday  and 
Saturday    night    music    shows,    the 


Festival  also  features  daytime 
programs  Saturday.  July  20.  from  10 
a.m.  to  6  p.m.  and  Sunday.  July  21. 
from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

Commerative  record  albums  and 
copies  of  the  signed,  numbered,  limited 
edition  print  will  be  available  at  the 
Festival.  The  album.  '*Come  Out  and 
Fight  You  Black  and  Tan:  Songs  of  the 
Irish."  was  recorded  by  Festival 
performers  Bill  Conly  Sr.  and  Bill 
Conly  Jr..  and  it  sells  for  J8.  Priced  at 
$15  is  the  print  saluting  the  Louisiana 
working  cowboy  and  the  cattle  in- 
dustry, a  poster  designed  by  NSU 
student  Amanda  Johnston  of  Bastrop. 

Tickets  for  each  of  the  four  sessions 
are  priced  at  $4  for  adults  and  $2  for 
children  seven  years  of  age  and  older. 
Four-session  ticket  books  are  available 
at  $12  for  adults  and  $8  for  children.

Scholarship  Established  in  Honor  of  'Miss'  Ora 


Mrs.  Ora  G.  Williams  of  Nat- 
chitoches, who  wanted  to  be  a  school 
teacher  from  the  time  she  lined  up  her 
dolls  and  taught  them  as  a  child,  has 
been  honored  at  Northwestern  State 
University  with  scholarships 
established  in  her  name. 

The  Ora  Garland  Williams 
Scholarships  for  English  and  jour- 
nalism majors  were  established  this 
spring  through  financial  gifts  from 
Ann  and  Jack  O.  Brittain  of  Nat- 
chitoches and  their  children — Mary 
Jane  Brittain  and  Lala  Brittain 
Sylvester  of  Baton  Rouge.  John  Arthur 
Brittain  and  Jack  O.  Brittain  Jr.  of 
Natchitoches.  Eliza  Ann  Brittain  of 
Oxford,  Miss.,  Rebecca  Brittain 
Morris  of  Alexandria  and  Marguerite 
Brittain  Picou  of  New  Orleans.  Ann 
Brittain  is  the  daughter  of  "Miss"  Ora, 
as  this  gracious  lady  was  known  during 


her  years  as  librarian  and  assistant 
professor  of  English  at  NSU. 

"Miss"  Ora  was  graduated  from 
Norma!  in  1929.  at  which  time  she 
began  teaching  library  science  at 
Normal  and  did  not  officially  retire 
from  Northwestern  until  1970. 

"Miss"  Ora  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Phi  Kappa  Phi  Faculty  Award  for  the 
1969-70  academic  year,  and  in  1965  she 
published  "Muskets  and  Magnolias: 
Four  Civil  War  Diaries  by  Louisiana 
Girls." 

When  she  graduated  from  Minden 
High  School,  "Miss"  Ora  was 
determined  to  go  to  college,  and  her 
mother  was  just  as  determined  to  keep 
her  only  child  at  home  as  money  was 
scarce  then. 

"Miss"  Ora  decided  to  visit  her 
dentist  grandfather  in  Stamps,  Ark.,  to 
get  him  to  lend  her  S200  to  enroll  at

Normal.  The  desire  to  come  to  Normal 
was  due  to  a  teacher  she  had  at  Minden 
High  School,  who  also  was  a  graduate 
of  Normal. 

Her  grandfather  gave  her  the  money, 
and  she  sent  her  trunk  by  train  to 
Natchitoches,  arriving  a  few  days 
ahead  of  it.  From  the  minute  she 
arrived,  "Miss"  Ora  said  she  "loved 
every  stick  and  stone  of  Normal." 

Interviewed  recently  by  Elise  James, 
coordinator  of  alumni  affairs.  "Miss" 
Ora  said  she  stayed  in  East  and  West 
Hall  (Warren  Easton)  until  her  trunk 
arrived.  East  Hall  was  where  the 
"ghost"  was  to  have  lived,  and  the 
students  "did  not  dare  to  go  upstairs 
for  fear  of  running  into  the  ghost." 

"Miss"  Ora  later  moved  into  "A" 
dorm  where  bedtime  was  10  p.m. 

On  June  20.  1985,  as  this  issue  of  the 
Alumni  Columns  went  to  press.  Mrs. 
Ora  G.  Williams  passed  away  at  her 
home  in  Natchitoches.  Louisiana. 

We  extend  our  deepest  sympathy  to 
the  family. 

The  family  has  requested  that  any 
donations  be  sent  to  the  Ora  G.

"Miss"  Ora  vividly  recalls  her  years 
at  Normal,  where  girls  were  not 
allowed  to  ride  in  cars  wiih  boys  and 
only  juniors  and  seniors  could  walk  to 
town  to  the  movie,  provided  they 
walked  on  the  right  side  of  Second 
Sireet.  Dresses  had  to  be  a  certain 
length. 

One  bad  thing  "Miss"  Ora  and  her 
friends  would  do  was  to  roll  a  Coke 
bottle  down  between  the  beds  in  the 
dorm  and  no  one  would  know  who  did 
it. 

"Food  was  not  permissable  in  the 
dorm."  said  "Miss"  Ora,  "but  Miss 
Sissy  Hendricks  brought  some  crackers 
and  ale  them  in  bed.  The  crumbs 
brought  ants,  and  1  got  permission  to 
help  Miss  Sissy  clean  up  her  bed  and 
get  the  ants  off  of  her.  We  became 
lifelong  friends  from  that  time  on."

For  Scholars,  Students  and  Visitors 
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It's  a  living  trivia  game!  It's  history 
shut  up  in  acid-free  boxes!  It's  the  stuff 
of  theses  and  books!  What  is  it?  The 
Cammie  G.  Henry  Research  Center  in 
the  Watson  Memorial  Library. 

Where  else  on  campus  could  you 
hold  in  our  hand  the  pages  signed  by 
Governor  Bernardo  de  Galvez?  or 
sense  the  frustration  of  a  lurn-of-the- 
century  woman  as  she  scribbles 
newspaper  gossip  columns  and 
struggles  for  women's  rights?  Where 
do  you  turn  to  find  antebellum 
schoolgirl  letters  in  misspelled  French? 
the  unpublished  autobiography  of  a 
black  man?  interviews  with  voodoo- 
haunted  religionists?  an  indenture 
lettered  on  vellum  in  1648? 

These  bits  of  history— from 
Napoleon  Bonaparte's  scrawl  to 
Thomas  Edison's  clear  penmanship- 
are  on  the  third  floor  of  the  library, 
open  46.5  hours  a  week  to  students, 
faculty,  and  visitors.  Researchers  come 
from  over  the  world.  A  Civil  War  buff 
looks  for  details  of  the  Red  River 
Campaign.  A  Ph.D.  candidate  works 
on  Elhno-musicology  with  Indian 
emphasis.  The  author  of  a  forthcoming 
texlbook  finds  illustrations.  A  novelist 
asks  about  outlaw  gangs.  Public 
broadcasting  wants  new,  unfamiliar 
pictures  of  Huey  Long.  The  Texas  & 
Pacific   Railway   museum   in  Canada 


needs  copies  of  old  contracts.  A 
student  researches  the  Natchitoches 
Art  Colony.  A  Pennsylvania  professor 
explores  for  Kate  Chopin  material.  A 
New  York  City  geographer  plots 
Albert  Sloo's  1853  mail  route  across 
Tehuantepec.  while  a  New  Jersey 
researcher  reads  Katherine  White 
letters.  A  woman  comes  from  Bath, 
England,  to  write  about  Lyle  Saxon  at 
Melrose  Plantation. 

As  the  Archives  Division  is  used  by 
scholars.  Northwestern  is  taking  its 
place  among  front  ranks  of  research 
facilities.  It  started  with  Mrs.  Cammie 
Henry's  collecting  back  in  the  1920s 
and  1930s,  and  it  continues  with  every 
gift  of  family  letters,  old  documents, 
diaries,  albums,  and  attic  (or 
wastebasket)  treasures  donated  to  the 
Archives  Division.  Here  the  papers  are 
cleaned,  sorted,  arranged,  described, 
indexed,  and  stored  using  the  most 
modern  techniques.  Thanks  to  money 
donated  by  the  late  Dr.  Waldo 
Dunnington,  papers  can  be  deacidified 
lo  prevent  deterioration.  / 

Members  of  the  library  staff  are  not 
the  only  people  who  can  savor  the 
excitement  of  exploring  new  collections 
for  Norlhwestern's  worldwide 
audience.  Students  taking  the  archives 
management  courses  can  also  learn  the 
methods  of  making  rare  materials 
available  while  still  protecting  them.

Students  at  Northwestern  State 
University  are  fortunate  indeed, 
particularly  those  who  are  working 
on  a  Masters  of  Art  in  history  or 
other  degrees  in  the  social  sciences. 

Under  the  aegis  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  History,  Social  Sciences, 
and  Social  Work,  three  courses  are 
offered  in  archival  management: 
History  404  (Archives  and 
Manuscripts  Administration); 
History  504A  (Archival  Internship 
1);  History  504B  (Archival  in- 
ternship 11). 

Students  who  take  these  courses 
soon  become  aware  of  the  rich 
treasure  trove  of   material    to   be 


found  in  the  archives  ol   Watson 
Library. 

There  are  hundreds  of  other 
topics  to  be  explored  since  the 
Watson  Library  archives  are  replete 
with  fascinating  topics  for  both 
scholars  and  others  interested  in  a 
wide  range  of  material  relating  to 
the  South  and  to  Louisiana,  in 
particular.

NSU  President 
Northwestern  State  University  ot 
Louisiana  has  taken  ils  first  steps  into 
its  second  centur>'  of  being  and 
becoming.  What  a  grand  series  of 
celebrations  we  enjoyed  to  mark  its 
centennial!  A  hundred  years  is  a  long 
time  when  measured  in  human  terms. 
\  It  can  span  four  or 
five  generations  of 
a  family,  but  a 
century  is  not  that 
long  in  terms  of 
institutional  long- 
evity. Many  of  the 
great  universities  of 
Europe  arc  in  their 
ORZE  seventh    or    eighth 

century    of    existence.    Age    truly    is 
relative. 

Is  Northwestern  a  hundred  years 
old,  or  is  it  a  hundred  years  young?  If 
our  thoughts  are  primarily  of  its 
history  and  past  accomplishments,  we 
probably  consider  the  University  to  be 
old.

I  like  the  concept  of  the  University  as 
becoming.  It  implies  a  process  of 
continual  growth;  growth  that  includes 
the  achieving  of  potential,  the 
establishment,  striving  for  and 
achievement  of  goals,  and  more  goals 
with  the  joys  and  pains  of  the 
becoming  process.  Our 
predecessors. .  .those  generations  of 
faculty,  students,  administrators, 
staff,  alumni  and  friends.. .helped  to 
shape  the  University  and  were  shaped 
by  it  in  its  first  hundred  years  of  its 
process  of  becoming.  To  various 
degrees,  and  over  varying  lengths  of 
time,  we,  too,  were  a  part  of  that  first 
hundred  years,  but  our  real  con- 
tributions to  Northwestern  hopefully 
lie  before  us  as  we  work  together  to 
help  the  University  become  all  it  is 
capable  of  being  as  it  moves  into  the 
future. 

Whatever  your  personal  perspective 
of  Northwestern's  age,  young  or  old,  1 
know  that  you  can  share  in  the  concept 
of  its  becoming.

Knecht*s  Niece  Honored 

Therese  Knecht  Dozier,  who  leaches 
world  history  to  lOth  graders  at  Irmo 
High  School  in  Columbia,  has  been 
honored  with  the  1985  National 
Teacher  of  the  Year  award,  the  U.S. 
teaching  profession's  highest  honor. 

Mrs.  Dozier  is  the  niece  of  former 
NSU  defensive  back  field  coach  Gene 
Knecht,  currently  coordinator  of  plant 
maintenance  at  Northwestern. 

Mrs.  Dozier  was  born  in  Saigon  to  a 
Vienamese  woman  and  a  German  man 
who  had  been  a  colonel  in  Hitler's 
\\  affen  SS  and  fled  Germany  in  the 
closing  days  of  World  War  II  when  the 
allies  were  arresting  Nazi  officers. 

She  and  her  brother  were  later 
adopted  by  a  U.S.  Army  adviser  and 
his  wife,  who  brought  them  to  America 
in  1954.

Shelley  Hilton  has  been  appointed 
vice-president  of  client  services  of 
Blackmore  Public  Relations  Inc..  in 
Arlington,  Texas.

Flores  Wins  Book  Award

Flores'  book  "Jefferson  and 
Southwestern  Exploration:  The 
Freeman  and  Custis  Accounts  of  the 
Red  River  Expedition  of  1806"  was 
published  last  year  by  the  University  of 
Oklahoma  Press.  The  award-winning 
article,  "The  Ecology  of  the  Red  River 
in  1806:  Peter  Custis  and  Early 
Southwestern  Natural  History,"  was 
based  on  research  Flores  gathered  for 
the  book.

Cottage  Renovation  and  Restoration 
Make  Way  for  New  Alumni  Center 


The  $126,000  project  to  com- 
pletely renovate  and  restore  the 
historic  Old  President's  Cottage  at 
Northwestern  State  University  is 
scheduled  for  completion  by  Aug.  I, 
when  the  facility  will  be  utilized  as 
the  NSU  Alumni  Center. 

Entered  officially  into  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places 
in  1984,  the  Old  President's  Collage 
was  constructed  in  1927  during 
Northwestern  President  V.L.  Roy's 
administration. 

The  4.290-square-fool  home, 
which  served  as  the  official 
residence  of  10  Northwestern 
presidents  until  it  was  replaced  in 
the  mid-1960s,  was  designed  by  the 
noted  New  Orleans  architectural 
firm  of  Favrot  and  Livaudais,  which 
gave  the  two-story  structure  ar- 
chitectural significance. 

"There  is  nothing  changing  as  far 
as  the  style  of  the  building  outside, 
and  basically  the  interior  structure 
will  remain  the  same,"  said  Loran 
Lindsey,  Northwestern's  director  of 
physical  plant  planning. 
development  and  maintenance. 

In  addition  to  general  facelifting 
and  waterproofing,  the  Old 
President's  Cottage  is  being  given 
new  electrical,  central  air  con- 
ditioning and  heating  systems. 

Upon  completion  this  summer, 
the   first   floor   of   the   new   NSU 


Alumni  Center  will  include  a 
gathering  area,  dining  room,  kit- 
chen and  work  area,  office  for 
Leigh  Wood  Jonson,  who  is 
coordinator  of  the  NSU  En- 
tertainers and  alumni  facilities,  sun 
porch,  stone  porch  for  gatherings 
and  outside  parties,  two  bathrooms 
and  a  foyer. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the 
structure  will  be  offices  for  Ray 
Carney,  director  of  external  affairs; 
Elise  James,  coordinator  of  alumni 
affairs,  secretaries  Gracie  Hicks  and 
Carolyn  McGoogan,  bathroom 
facilities  and  a  meeting  room  for  the 
NSU  Alumni  Association  and 
Foundation  boards  of  directors. 

Located  in  a  small  cluster  of  oak 
trees  near  the  main  entrance  to  the 
Northwestern  campus,  the  Old 
President's  Cottage  is  a  rambling. 
two-story,  brick  and  stucco,  ersatz 
Enghsh  manor  house. 

Because  of  its  sophisticated  and 
historically  evocative  design,  it  is 
one  of  very  few  buildings  in  Nat- 
chitoches Parish  which  represent  the 
work  of  a  high  style  academically 
trained  architect.  The  home  is  one 
of  the  parish's  best  examples  of  the 
hisloricism  which  was  the  leading 
trend  in  American  architecture 
during  the  laie-19th  and  early-20th 
centuries.

Winning  two  conference  titles 
outright,  along  with  sharing  the 
football  championship  and  placing 
second  in  three  additional  sports 
Northwestern  State  has  won  the  initial 
Gulf     Star     Conference     all-sports 

trophy.  . 

The  trophy  is  awarded  to  the  con- 
ference school  that  totals  the  highest 
number  of  points  based  on  finishes  in 
all  12  sports,  including  eight  men's 
sports  and  four  women's  sports. 

Northwestern  State  won  the  league 
title  in  outdoor  track  and  field  and 
women's  basketball,  along  with 
sharing  the  football  championship  with 
Nicholls  State.  Northwestern's  athletic 
teams  also  placed  second  in  indoor 
track,  men's  tennis  and  women's 
tennis. 

Northwestern  State  totaled  56  points 
during  the  season  in  the  12  sports. 
while  Southwest  Texas  State  was   a 


close  second  with  55  V:  points.  Stephen 
F.  Austin  totaled  55  points,  followed 
by  Southeastern  Louisiana  and 
Nicholls  State  with  49 '/i  each  and  Sam 
Houston  State  with  43  Vi  points. 

"I  think  the  all  sports  award  is  what 
our  athletic  department  is  all  about,  it 
is  what  you  strive  for  every  year."  said 
Northwestern  State  Athletic  Director 
Tynes  Hildebrand.  "I  don't  think  there 
is  an  athletic  director  or  college 
president  in  America  that  would  not 
like  to  win  the  all  sports  trophy  for 
their  conference." 

Hildebrand  also  had  praise  for  the 
coaching  staffs  of  the  Northwestern 
State  athletic  teams.  "This  award 
shows  strength  in  our  entire  program 
and  that  strength  begins  with  our  head 
coaches  and  the  entire  coaching  staff. 
It  is  an  honor  that  every  coach  on  our 
staff  should  be  proud  of  accomplishing 


and  it  is  a  reflection  on  all  of  the  male 
and  female  athletes  that  compete  in  the 

given  sports." 

Hildebrand  also  pointed  out  the 
balance  shown  by  the  six  teams  in  the 
first  year  of  competition.  "1  think  the 
closeness  of  the  point  totals  shows  that 
balance."  added  Hildebrand.  "This 
conference  is  strong  in  nearly  all  sports 
and  able  to  compete  on  the  national 
level  in  a  majority  of  the  12  sports  that 
arc  offered." 

Hildebrand  as  an  example  pointed 
out  the  fact  that  three  softball  teams  in 
the  conference  have  been  rariked  in  the 
top  10  in  the  nation  all  season  while 
Sam  Houston  State  will  compete  in  the 
national  golf  tournament  and  Stephen 
F.  Austin  will  send  several  individuals 
to  the  Division  II  national  track 
championships.  Sam  Houston  also  had 
its  volleyball  team  in  the  national 
tournament  and  Northwestern  has  had 


Demons  Face  Rugged  Slate 

As  1985  Football  Schedule  is  Set 


Two  games  vs.  Divison  1-AA  playoff 
teams  from  1984.  a  rematch  with 
Division  I  Southern  Mississippi  and 
four  home  games  are  just  some  of  the 
reasons  that  the  1985  Northwestern 
State  1985  football  schedule  might  be 
the  toughest  ever  for  the  Demons. 

Included  in  the  II -game  slate  are  five 
games  against  Gulf  Star  Conference 
competition,  five  games  against 
Southland  Conference  competition 
and  the  road  contest  at  Southern 
Mississippi,  a  team  the  Demons 
defeated  by  a  22-0  margin  a  year  ago. 

The  Demons  will  also  have  their 
earliest  opening  game  ever,  beginning 
the  season  at  home  against  Arkansas 
State  on  August  3 ! .  Other  home  games 
for  the  Demons  will  include  a  Sep- 
tember 14  date  with  McNeese  State,  an 
October  5  Homecoming  contest  with 
Northeast  Louisiana  and  a  Novemeber 
23  contest  against  Stephen  F.  Austin 
that  will  close  the  regular  season. 

Arkansas  State,  the  opening  foe. 
advanced  to  the  I-AA  playoffs  last 
season,  losing  in  the  quarter-finals  to 
eventual  champion  Montana.  Another 
Demon  opponent.  Louisiana  Tech, 
advanced  to  the  1-AA  finals  before 
losing.  The  Demons  and  Bulldogs  will 
meet  in  the  annual  State  Fair  Classic  on 
October  26  with  the  Demons  being  the 
home  team  in  1985. 

Road  dates  for  the  Demons  include 
September  7  at  North  Texas  State,  the 
September  28  contest  at  Southern 
Mississippi,  October  19  at  Sam 
Houston  State  and  November  23  at 
Southeastern  Louisiana.  The  Demons 
will  have  two  open  dates  during  the 
season. 

Arkansas   State   and    North   Texas 

State,  both  members  of  the  Southland 

Conference,  replace  Angelo  State  and 

Abilene    Christian     from     the     1 984 

schedule.    "I    think    this    schedule    is 

definitely  stronger  than  last  year."  said 

Demon     Coach     Sam     Goodwin. 

"Although  Angelo  State  and  Abilene 

Christian     were     good     teams .     Our 

schedule  this  season  is  all  1-AA  and  1-A 

teams  and  that  was  one  of  my  goals 

when  I  came  to  Northwestern." 

"Last  year  our  schedule  was  ranked 


as  one  of  the  10  strongest,"  recalled 
Goodwin.  "If  that's  the  case,  we 
should  be  in  the  top  two  or  three  this 
season.  I  know  Arkansas  Slate  returns 
alot  of  talent.  They  recruited  alot  of 
junior  college  kids  also  in  hopes  that 
1985  would  be  their  season  to  go  for 
the  title." 

"From  what  Arkansas  State  has 
returning  they  will  be  very  highly 
regarded,"  added  the  Demon  Coach. 
"Playing  such  an  experienced  team  so 
early  will  be  a  real  challenge  for  us.  We 
should  know  right  away  how  our  team 
will  be." 

Along  with  Arkansas  State. 
Louisiana  Tech  returns  the  majority  of 
players  from  the  team  that  won  the 
Southland  Conference  a  year  ago. 
Southern  Mississippi  will  certainly 
remember  the  Homecoming  loss  to  the 
Demons  in  1984. 

And  concerning  Homecoming,  the 
Demons  will  have  their  hands  full  by 
hosting  Northeast  Louisiana  in  front 
of  the  Demon  grads.  ^lus  Nor- 
thwestern State  will  be  the 
homecoming  opponent  for  three 
conference  schools,  including  Sam 
Houston  State.  Southwest  Texas  State 
and  Nicholls  State. 

All  Demon  home  games,  along  with 
the  State  Fair  game  in  Shreveport,  will 
have  7:00  p.m.  kickoff  times.  The 
Demons  will  start  at  7:00  p.m.  at  North 
Texas  State  and  Southeastern 
Louisiana.  7:30  p.m.  at  Nicholls  State 
and  6:00  p.m.  at  Southern  Mississippi. 
The  road  game  at  Southwest  Texas 
State  (3:00  p.m.)  wilt  be  an  afternoon 
affair. 

In  1984  the  Demons  posted  a  7-4 
overall  mark,  including  a  4-1  con- 
ference record  that  was  good  for  a 
share  of  the  conference  title.

"Ii 
indicates  that  you  have  some  strength 
in  all  areas.  It  keeps  you  away  from 
emphasising  one  thing  over  another." 

Northwestern  led  the  all  sports  race 
from  the  conclusion  of  the  football 
season,  but  had  to  go  to  the  final 
softball  game  of  the  year  on  Sunday  to 
hold  the  lead.  The  Lady  Demons, 
needing  a  split  with  Nicholls  State,  won 
the  final  game  against  the  Lady 
Colonels  by  a  4-3  margin,  defeating  a 
team  that  during  the  season  had  been 
ranked  as  high  as  10th  in  the  nation  in 
Division  I. 


Demons  Win  GSC 
Track  Championship 


Winning  nine  of  the  20  events. 
Northwestern  Slate  captured  the  initial 
Gulf  Star  Conference  track  and  field 
championships  held  on  the  Nor- 
thwestern State  campus. 

The  Demons  totaled  62'/:  points  in 
the  meet  to  place  ahead  of  Southwest 
Texas  State  (57 '/i).  Southeastern 
Louisiana  (51)  and  Stephen  F.  Austin 
(47).  Earher  Northwestern  State  had 
placed  second  in  the  conference  indoor 
championships. 

"This  was  a  goal  for  our  team  from 
the  beginning  of  the  year,"  said 
Demon  Coach  Leon  Johnson,  who  was 
named  as  the  league's  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  outdoor  track.  "We  had  some 
great  performances  in  several  events 
that  put  us  over  the  top  in  the  race. 
Everyone  really  came  to  the  top  with 
their  top  performances  of  the  year  over 
the  weekend." 

The  Demons  got  off  to  a  good  start 
when  freshman  Terry  Douglas  won  the 
decathlon  competition  with  6,396 
points,  qualifying  for  the  juniot 
nationals. 

In  the  field  events  the  Demons  had 
two  double  winners,  sophomore  Eric 
Barber  in  the  long  and  triple  jumps, 
and  senior  Kevin  Johnson  in  the  shot 
put  and  discus.  Barber  set  a  complex 
record  with  a  long  jump  of  26-3  on 
Friday,  putting  him  in  the  national  - 
championships.  On  Saturday  he  came 
back  and  broke  his  own  school  and 
complex  records  with  a  triple  jump  of 
53-8.  He  earlier  in  the  season  had 
qualified  for  the  NCAA  meet  in  that 
event. 

Johnson  won  the  shot  put  with  a 
throw  of  58-7.  after  clearing  the  60- 
foot  mark  during  warm-ups,  Johnson 
came  back  with  a  toss  of  165-0  to  win 
the  discus. 

All-American  Steve  Stockton  won 
the  javelin  with  a  throw  of  240-3.  his 
best  toss  of  the  season.  The  Demons 
also  got  an  important  second  place 
finish  from  sophomore  Chris  Vienne 
anda  toss  of  205-7. 

In    the    running    events    the    per- 
formance Of  Edgar  Washington  was  a 


real  key  for  the  Demons.  The  senior 
All-American  won  the  lOO-meters  in 
10.72  and  placed  second  in  the  200- 
meters  in  a  time  of  21 .33.  Washington 
also  ran  a  leg  on  the  winning  400-meter 
relay  team,  which  also  consisted  ot 
Aaron  Charles,  Kenny  Mosley  and 
Percy  McGlory. 

"Going  into  the  meet  we  felt  we 
needed  to  pick  up  some  points  in  the 
100,  200  and  400  dashes."  added 
Johnson.  "And  Edgar  and  the  others 
really  came  through  in  those  events." 
Along  with  Washington,  Aaron 
Charles  placed  fourth  in  both  the  100 
and  200  races.  Wilson  Brown  came 
through  with  a  second  place  finish  in 
the  400-meter  dash  and  Russell  Dut\ 
placed  fourth  in  the  800-meter  dash. 

Still,  after  19  events  the  Demons 
held  just  a  two  point  lead  over 
Southwest  Texas  State  heading  into  the 
1600-meter  relay.  Thai's  when  the 
foursome  of  Wilson  Brown,  Tommy 
Thomas,  Donald  Toussainl  and  Kenny 
Mosley  won  the  event  with  a  time  of 
3:12.48  to  give  the  Demons  the  overall 
team  championship. 

For  his  efforts  in  the  jumps  Barber 
was  named  as  the  meet's  Outstanding 
Field  Event  Performer,  while  Darrell 
Hadden  of  Southwest  Texas  edged 
Washington  for  the  Outstanding  Track 
Performer  Award.

Don  Beasley,  Former  Demon  Gridiron  Star, 
Selected  To  Head  Demon  Basketball  Program 


Don  Beasley  takes  over  NSU  bukeHMll. 

NSU  Men  and  Women 
Place  Second  in  Tennis 

Northwestern  Slate  was  able  to  close 
ihe  gap  in  both  men's  and  women's 
lennis,  but  the  Demons  and  Lady 
Demons  both  had  to  settle  for  a  second 
place  finish  in  the  Gulf  Star  Con- 
ference championships. 

The  Demons  ended  round-robin  play 
MX  points  behind  Southwest  Texas 
Stale  in  men's  play  and  closed  that  gap 
to  just  three  points  after  tht^  league 
tournament.  Northwestern  State 
advanced  four  singles  players  and  two 
doubles  teams  to  the  finals. 

But  in  the  finals  the  Demons  had  just 
one  winner,  that  being  senior  Francisco 
Acuna  at  No.  3  singles.  Those  losing  in 
the  singles  finals  included  No.  1  player 
Jorge  Salvo,  No.  4  player  Claudio 
Santibanez  and  No.  5  player  Claudio 
Semmelmann.  Both  Morris  Brown  at 
No.  2  and  Axel  Reich  at  No.  6  lost  in 
the  semi-finals. 

For  Acuna,  the  singles  title  was  his 
•econd  in  two  years,  as  last  Spring  he 
^von  an  individual  title  in  the  Trans 
America  Conference.  Acuna  ended  the 
reason  with  a  19-6  overall  record.  Only 
Reich,  with  a  20-7  mark,  had  more 
wins  than  Acuna. 

Semmelmann  ended  the  Spring  with 
a  17-8  record,  while  Santibanez  was  12- 
6  during  the  year  and  Pierre  Genevier 
was  8-1  at  the  No.  4  position.  Salvo 
ended  the  season  at  No.  1  with  a  12-16 
record  while  Brown  was  13-15  at  the 
No.  2  slot. 

In  doubles,  Salvo  and  Santibanez 
learned  at  No.  I  for  a  9-6  mark,  while 
Acuna  and  Semmelmann  posted  a  13-6 
fcord  at  No.  2.  Genevier  and  Reich 
were  12-7  at  No.  3  doubles. 

In  women's  action  the  Lady  Demons 
had  three  singles  champions,  plus  one 
doubles  team.  Freshman  Tory  Plunkeit 
won  the  No.  I  singles  title,  ending  the 
reason  with  a  17-4  overall  mark.  Karia 
Tubbs  at  No.  5  singles  won  the  league 
mle,  ending  with  a  13-8  record,  while 
at  No.  6  singles  Monica  Isaza  was  12-9, 
including  the  conference  title.  The 
Lady  Demons  finished  just  two  points 
behind  champion  Stephen  F.  Austin  in 
the  team  standings. 

In  doubles.  Tubbs  and  Kim  Tollett 
learned  to  win  the  No.  3  title,  ending 
the  year  with  a  15-5  overall  record. 
Tollett  (15-6)  and  Ana  Maria  de 
Felippo  (14-7)  both  placed  second  in 
the  conference  tournament.  Angie 
Peterson  also  posted  a  7-14  recoid. 


Don  Beasley,  a  Natchitoches  native 
who  has  served  on  (he  staff  of  the 
nationally-ranked  Georgia  Bulldogs 
for  the  past  six  years,  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  head  basketball  coach  at 
Northwestern  State  University. 

Beasley,  a  former  All-Conference 
athlete  at  Northwestern  who  later  spent 
six  years  as  a  basketball  assistant  at 
NSU ,  succeeds  Wayne  Vates  who 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  season  after 
five  years  as  the  Demons'  head  coach. 

Since  beginning  his  basketball 
coaching  career  as  a  graduate  assistant 
at  Northwestern  in  I%5,  Beasley  has 
gained  19  years  of  experience  as  a  full- 
time  coach  at  the  college  level. 

He  has  been  an  assistant  coach  at 
Northwestern,  Middle  Tennessee  State, 
Stetson  University.  Mississippi  Slate 
and  Georgia  and  was  an  assistant  and 
later  a  coach  at  Jacksonville 
University.  All  of  the  schools  with 
which  Beasley  has  been  associated  have 
compiled  successful  records  during  his 
tenure  as  coach. 

Beasley  was  the  unanimous  choice 
during  preliminary  meetings  of  the 
committee  conducting  the  search  for  a 
new  Northwestern  coach,  but  his 
appointment  was  delayed  as  the  result 
of  an  NCAA  investigation  of  the 
Georgia  basketball  program. 

In  announcing  Beasley*s  ap- 
pointment. Northwestern  president  Dr. 
Joseph  J.  Orze  said,  ''Numerous 
conversations  with  officials  in  athletics 
and  administration  at  the  University  of 
Georgia  provided  assurances  that  the 
infractions  for  which  Coach  Beasley 
might  be  cited  by  the  NCAA  are  not  of 
such  a  serious  nature  that  his  career 
should  be  negatively  affected  in  any 
way.  They  certainly  do  not  appear 
serious  enough  to  deprive  him  of  the 
opportunity  to  return  to  his  hometown 
as  head  coach  of  his  alma  mater. " 

Orze  added,  "We  feel  extremely 
fortunate  to  be  able  to  attract  a  coach 
*ilh  Don  Beasley's  valuable  experience 
and  obvious  expertise  to  our  basketball 
program.  He  has  been  recommended 
to  us  enthusiastically  by  coaches  across 
the  nation  who  are  impressed  with  his 
capabilities  in  coaching,  recruiting, 
scouting,  promotion,  communication 
and  all  other  phases  of  the 
profession." 

The  Northwestern  president  said 
Beasley  was  selected  "from  an  out- 
standing group  of  candidates  for  the 


position.  The  four  who  were  in- 
terviewed after  dozens  were  considered 
were  very  impressive,  and  all  of  them 
had  valuable  skills  and  abilities  to  offer 
the  university." 

NSU  Athletic  Director  Tynes 
Hildebrand  said  Beasley  "will  bring  to 
Northwestern  not  only  the  significant 
advantage  of  three  years  of  experience 
as  a  major  college  head  coach  but  also 
the  benefits  of  serving  under  out- 
standing coaches  in  successful 
programs  at  several  schools  across  the 
South." 

During  the  six  years  that  Beasley  was 
an  assistant  to  Hildebrand  at  Nor- 
thwestern, the  Demons  were  83-72  and 
had  at  least  16  victories  three  times, 
and  Middle  Tennessee  was  15-11  when 
he  served  as  an  assistant  in  1971-72. 

Jacksonville  was  21-6  and  played  in 
the  NCAA  tournament  the  following 
year  when  Beasley  was  an  assistant  at 
the  Florida  school,  and  Stetson  was  17- 
9  and  22-4  in  his  two  seasons  as  an 
assistant  coach. 

Mississippi  Stale  was  19-9  and 
played  in  the  National  Inviialional 
Tournament  in  1978-79  when  Beasley 
was  on  the  staff,  and  Georgia  has  had 
six  consecutive  winning  seasons  and  an 
overall  record  of  114-68  since  Beasley 
joined  the  Bulldogs  as  an  assistant  in 
1979-80. 

Georgia  was  in  the  NCAA  playoffs 
in  1981-82  and  reached  the  NCAA 
Final  Four  in  1981-83.  The  Bulldogs 
compiled  a  21-8  record  this  year  while 
rising  to  Top  20  status  and  were  again 
invited  to  the  NCAA  championships. 

As  a  head  coach  at  Jacksonville 
from  1975  through  1978,  Beasley 
compiled  records  of  13-13,  10-19  and 
14-14  with  demanding  schedules  that 
included  a  number  of  national 
basketball  powers.  The  composite 
record  of  schools  where  Beasley  served 
as  a  head  coach  or  assistant  coach  is 
328-225. 

Georgia  head  coach  Hugh  Durham 
said  following  Beasley's  appointment, 
"I  don't  know  of  an  assistant  coach  in 
the  nation  who  has  a  greater  un- 
derstanding of  the  strategy  of  the 
game,  the  evaluation  of  talent  and 
other  important  aspects  of  basketball 
than  Don  Beasley.  I  am  confident  that 
he  will  be  successful  as  a  head  coach, 
and  1  am  indebted  to  him  for  the 
outstanding  contributions  that  he  has 
made  io  the  success  of  the  Georgia 


program." 

A  1961  graduate  of  Natchitoches 
High  School,  Beasley  earned  prep  All- 
State  honors  in  both  football  and 
basketball  and  was  an  All-American 
quarterback.  He  was  also  an  out- 
standing performer  in  track  and  field. 

In  his  final  two  seasons  as  a  high 
school  quarterback,  Beasley  led 
Natchitoches  to  a  17-4-1  record  while 
throwing  for  2.800  yards  and  35 
touchdowns,  and  he  earned  a  football 
scholarship  to  Northwestern. 

Beasley  was  a  four-year  letterman  at 
quarterback  for  the  Demons,  and  he 
twice  received  All-Gulf  States  Con- 
ference honors  while  leading  Nor- 
thwestern to  league  titles  in  his  junior 
and  senior  seasons.  He  was  elected 
team  captain  in  his  senor  year.  During 
his  high  school  and  college  athletic 
careers.  Beasley  received  a  total  of  33 
letters. 

Among  Beasley's  numerous  athletic 
honors  is  membership  in  the  Nor- 
thwestern Graduate  N  Club  Hall  of 
Fame.  Inducted  last  fall,  he  is  one  of 
only  73  former  athltes  and  coaches  in 
Northwestern's  80-year  sports  history 
to  be  enshrined  in  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

Beasley  earned  his  BS  degree  in 
physical  education  from  Northwestern 
in  1965,  and  he  received  the  master's 
degree  in  educational  administration 
and  supervision  from  Northwestern  in 
1967. 

In  accepting  the  Northwestern  head 
coaching  position,  Beasley  said,  "I  am 
optimistic  and  enthusiastic  about  the 
challenges  and  opportunities  at 
Northwestern,  and  I  am  deeply 
grateful  for  the  chance  to  return  to  my 
university  as  head  coach." 

He  added,  "As  a  head  coach  at  any 
school,  I  would  be  totally  committed 
and  dedicated  to  building  a  strong, 
stable,  successful  program,  but  my 
commitment  and  determination  to 
succeed  at  Northwestern  are  even 
greater  since  it  is  my  alma  mater." 

Beasley  said  recruiring  and 
evaluation  of  returning  players  "are 
immediate  priorities,  but  another 
major  immediate  goal  is  to  seek  and 
solicit  in  every  way  possible  the  sup- 
port and  assistance  of  students, 
faculty,  alumni,  townspeople  and 
other  fans  who  are  interested  in 
Northwestern's  basketball  future." 

Beasley  is  married  to  the  former 
Georgia  Blair  of  Shreveport.
